Earn Way as They Travel

Chicago—How to -pay 
the ex- 


penses of a trailer tour—that is the 
all-important question with a large 
number of 
trailerites who roll 


over the nation's highways or who 
at least own such a vehicle and 
would like to roam to regions afar. 
And inability to solve the prob- 
lem successfully restrains still oth- 
er hosts of willing citizens from 
getting nomad houses and taking to 
the great open spaces. 


Yet it is surprising how many 


persons are now making all or part 
of their expenses as they travel, and 
some of the ingenious cxpendients 
adopted are little 
short of mar- 


velous. The list of occupations by 
which the wanderers bring in the 
stuff that makes their pockets jingle 
reads almost like the business di- 
rectory of a good-sized city. 


Perhaps the most elaborate set- 


up of the kind I have noted was 
the case of a young couple, evident- 
ly recently from college, who car- 
ried several hundred books, both 
fiction and non fiction, which they 
rented by the day to fellow camp- 
ers for a small fee. A few days ago 
a large trailer was pulled into New 
London, occupied by two enterpris- 
ing' young men who conducted an 
advertising business, especially card 
printing for commercial firms. The 
trailer was specially fitted and car- 
ried a number of machines for turn- 
ing out advertising postcards and 
other cards in quantity and on 
short notice. Contrasting with these 
was a family of seven I encounter- 
ed one day toiling along the road 
in the Shenandoah valley of west- 
ern Virginia, bound for Baltimore, 
several hundred miles ahead. They 
were traveling afoot pushing their 
few possessions on a large two- 
wheeled cart, the two youngest chil- 
dren riding atop the load. Already 
they had come more than 200 miles, 
stopping at such hospitable homes 
as were opened to them. The man 
sharpened knives and scissors along 
the way as the family's only means 
of livelihood apart from charity. 
This last case, however, 
scarcely 


falls within the self-supporting class 
and is perilously near that of the 
hobo. 


Mechanics Get Work 


Automobile repair work along the 


road and in tourist camps is a fair- 
ly common occupation of itinerants. 
I have had my cars' valves ground 
in camp in the old days for a frac- 
tion of the regular garage cost for 
the job and have had other work 
satisfactorily and cheaply done in 
similar manner. The latest develop- 
ment in this realm would be a 
wandering trailer repair man who 
could make needed repairs to trail- 
ers in camp or where are they 
and thus save the delays, expense 
and general annoyance of sending 
to the factory or finding one of the 
surprisingly rare places where work 
can be done satisfactorily in a reg- 
ular garage or other established 
shop. 
Such 
roving mechanics 


would be welcome to many trailer 
tourists in distress. 


Another line of work that ought j 


to be productive of many shekels 
and fill an often keenly felt want 
would be typewriter repairing. My 
home is New London, a lively com- 
mercial city of approximately 5.- 


I 000 inhabitants. 
Yet I have been 


unable to find anyone there who 
can efficiently 
repair typewriters 


and, after annoying delays, I have 
had to go to Appleton to obtain the 
service needed. 
Numerous other 


communities are in like situation 
and should be a fertile field for a 
competent repair man. 


Last summer a young man with 


a rather primitive housecar outfit 
set up shop on the street in New 
London making keys. Another key 
maker was at the Tm Can Tourists 
convention at Kcshena last month.

Last winter in Mississippi I spent 


some time in one town and got to 
making painted wooden birds, toys 
and other wooden novelties in spare 
time for young people and other 
friends in the neighborhood. Other 
persons manifested great interest 
in these works of art and demand- 
ed to buy them, some actually in- 
sisting on doing so in spite of my 
genial efforts to merely play Santa 
Claus. My remuneration rather re- 
sembled a minister's donation party 
of the old days but indicated that 
I could have had a considerable 
market had I made such novelty 
making a business to help pay my 
traveling expenses. 


One sees sellers of all sorts of

state emergency board for a grant 
of state aid for direct relief. 


A summary of county 
finances 


prepared by Auditor Klauser shows 
that during the first eight months of 
this year county relief expenditures 
were slightly more than $100,000, 
and that expenses for the balance 
of the year will amount to $58.000. 
Of this total about $86.000 cannot 
be handled by the proceeds of the 
1937 tax levy, despite the fact that 
the levy is 30 per cent higher than 
in 1936. Moreover, unless the state 
and federal governments grant fi- 
nancial aid, next year the debt in- 
curred this year, and the anticipat- 
ed relief burden will make neces- 
sary a total county assessment of 


$578.000 in 1938. Two yeart axo the 
levy was $204.000, according to the 
report. 


"Unable to Fay" 


The $576.000 levy which would be

hiiheno little known but just as 
effective today as it was 61 years 
ago when passed by congress. 


The law has been invoked to 


secure indictments in Harlan coun- 
ty. Kentucky. But it can be in- 
voked to punsh persons engaged in 
unlawful picketing or "sit-down" 
•srikes. The federal government in 
other words, has been given by con- 
gress a police power which many 
people have insisted heretofore be- 
longed only to the states. 


The language of the statute is as 
follows: 


"Section 51 (Criminal code) Con- 


spiracy to injure persons in exer- 
cise of civil rights. 
If two' or 


more persons conspire to injure, op- 
press, threaten, or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise or en- 
joyment of any right or privilege 
secured to him by the constitution 
or the laws of the United States. 
... They shall be fined not more 
than 55,000 and imprisoned 
not 
more than 10 years." 


Clearly the constitution assures 


a man the right to work, the right 
to "life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." Article V of the con- 
stitution says that nobody shall "be 
deprived of life, liberty, or proper- 
ty, without due process of law." 
This means that the constitution 
guarantees a person against physi- 
cal violence and the statute quoted 
contains a direct reference to "any 


right or privilege secured to him 
(the citizen) by the constitution." 


Civil liberties are just as sacrcv, 


whether violated by terrorism ap 
plied by employers in Harlan coun 
ty or by CIO union terrorists in 
refusing to obey Michigan court in 
junctions and in intimidating work 
men in automobile plants. The de 
partmcnt of justice deserves much 
credit for bringing the old statute 
into operation again. 


Ineligible for Office 


Incidentally, the Roosevelt ad 


ministration will find in the same 
statute a few clauses that make i 
virtually 
mandatory 
that 
an> 


known member of the Ku KIux 
Klan be prosecuted. 
The statute 
says: 


"It two or more persons so in 


disguise on the highway, or on the 
premises of another, with intent 
to prevent or hinder his free ex- 
ercise or enjoyment of any right or 
privilege so secured (by the con 
stitution), they shall be fined not 
more than S5.000 and imprisoned 
not more than 10 years, and shall, 
moreover, be thereafter ineligible 
to any office, or place of honor, 
profit, or trust created by the con- 
stitution 
or 
laws of the United 


States." 


The above paragraph follows im- 


mediately on the section which for- 
bids two or more persons to "in- 
jure, oppress, threaten, or intimi- 
date any citizen in the free exer- 
cise or enjoyment of any right or 
privilege secured to him by the 
constitution or the laws of the Uni- 
ted States." 


The Ku Khix Klatvhas as its fun- 


damental obligation a conspiracy 
not 
exactly 
to prevent religious 


freedom or worship as such, but to 
prevent any Catholic, Jew or Negro 
from holding governmental office 
in America. The constitution says: 


"No religious test shall ever be'

required as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under the 
United Stales." 


Thus it will be seen that the con- 


gress of the United Slates has al- 
ready spoken on the subjccl of 
what the Klan oath embraces. The 
federal Jaws make it a crime for 
any group to conspire to prevent 
any citizen from enjoying his con- 
slilulional right — in this instance, 
the right to hold public office, no 
matter what his race, or creed or 
color. 


It will be noted that the laws of 


the United States further state that 
anyone convicted of such a crime 
shall himself be ineligible to hold 
any public office. This means that 
members of the Ku Klux Klan. if 
prosecuted for their offenses, would 
)C ineligible to hold office. Former 
Senator Black was a member of 
the Ku Klux Klan. He was. of 
course, never prosecuted. The lan- 
:uage of the stalule would seem lo 
ndicate that he is morally inelig- 
ble to hold office under the gov- 
ernment of the United States. He 
ook an oath to deprive his fellow 
citizens 
of 
certain constitutional 
ights. 
This is entirely apart, of course, 
rom questions of legal ineligibil- 
ty, which have been raised because 
Mr. Black was a member of the 
enate at the time the rcliremenl 
aw increasing the emoluments of 
upreme court justices was passed, 
vhereas the constitution says no 
enator or representative can be 
ppointed lo any office in which 
ic emolumenls have been incrcas- 
d while such a senalor or reprc- 
mtative was serving his lerm in 
ongress.

The number of vacant homes in 


Applcton is far below the national 
average, according 
to a 
survey 


completed this week by the mail 
carriers from the post office. 


Only 31 homes and 
2C apart 


mcnts. a total of 47 units, were un- 
occupied when the survey, directed 
by Postmaster Stephen Balliet, was 
finished. 


With the number of homes in the 


city estimated at 6.500, the percen- 
tage of vacant units is only eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent. Surveys made 
in representative cities through- 
out the United States place the nor- 
mal percentage o£ vacant homes at 
from four to 4i per cent, and this 
figure was doubled during the de- 
pression. 


Thus 200 more homes could be 


vacant and the city would reflect 
the condition found 
to be normal 


throughout the nation. 


High rent is not the only cause 


for vacancies in 57 residential units 
in the city. Because they are worn 


and in need of repairs, many of 
them are not fit to meet ordinary 
demand. And a considerable num- 
ber of occupied homes are badly 
in want of improvements.

WORKABLE FORMULA 


Effects of a formula that has been

Too, the of- 
ficer displays curiosity about the car's bill 
of sale and he can be insistent if the oc- 
casion warrants. 
The driver, of course, 


is most unhappy about the invasion of his 
rights as a citizen. 
However, there is 


reason to believe that the drivers of junk 
cars are less likely to have complied with 
regulations than are those who drive ric\v- 
cr models. And, even though the driver 
may have his operator's card, it is not FO 
easy to provide a clean bill of health for 
the jalopy he i.s coaxing over the street or 
highway. Cars that arc eight or twelve or 
fifteen years old almost always have been 
traded a number of times and the odds 
are that discrepancies will be found in 
license records. That is what the officer 
is waiting for. 
He can secure authority 


to or'dcr the automobile to the junk pile. 


The scheme has its points. One of the 


reasons that streets and highways are 
cluttered up with cars that rhjuld have 
been scrapped years ago is that legal cause 
for the ordering of their junking has been 
lacking.

rights. Consequently, the lives of others 
have bcc:i menaced by womnut a;ato:r.o- 
bslcs that slow up traffic, that arc hard 
lo centre] ;ir;d that may fail in emergen- 
cies.

Miss Hazel Very, who spent 18 years in that country in Y.W.C.A. work, 
speak of that other Japan that is beautiful, courteous, intelligent and 
cultured. 


Miss Very was the speaker at the opcnmc mcctinj: of the Appleton 


branch of the American Association of University Women, held last 
night at Rivervicw Country club. She was introduced by Miss Jcanettc 
Jones, president of the orcanization. 


Secretary of the Green Bay Y.W.C.A. since last September, Miss Very 


returned from the Orient only about a year ago. and even her most re- 
cent recollections of the Japanese are of a people whose sensitiveness to 
beauty is one of their outstanding: characteristics. It is with great grief, 
she said, that the Christians in Ja- 
pan and all persons who love the 
country view the government's ag 
gressiveness. 


Recalhnc some of her experiences 


while in Japan. Miss Very told o 
her first attempt to speak the Ian 
guage. She had been studying it for 
about two months when she decid- 
ed to try it out on a small boy. 
Carefully she pronounced the Jap- 
anese for "It is a beautiful day to- 
day, isn't it." whereupon the little 
boy replied, with equally painful 
precision, "I do not understand Eng- 
lish."

Teaching of Children 


Never Matter of Force 


BV ANGELO rATJII 


My heart iinks whenever I hear a teacher or parent .viy. and proudly, 


toe. "I'll make him do it. You leave him to me. I know how to make him 
do it." I know at once that knowlcdsc of how to cot a child to do what 
he ought to do is about the last quality this person possesses. Nobody who 
understands the growth of children s-ays any thing like that. Nobody 
who understands children's needs thinks like that. 


Nobody can make a child do anything that matters in the least. Com- 


pulsion of the body leaves the mind free, fighting for freedom, resolved 
on freedom. It is possible to silence a child's voice: it is possible to sub- 
due his body nnd compel his tongue lo utter what his mind does not 
sanction. But such treatment leaves the child in a worse state than be- 
fore. Either he is completely wrecked nnd. therefore, without possibility 
of growth or he is set in rebellion. He cannot be made to do anything 
worth while. 


But he can be led to do wonders. Teaching is never a matter of imposi- 


tion, or force, or will. It is accomplished by the spiritual communion of 
two minds, teacher and taught. When the line of communication between 
the two minds is open, when the mind of the pupil lends itself to the 
thought that flows from the teach- 
er toward him. he takes what is of- 
fered him and makes it his own 
forever. So he learns. 


What makes a child's mind open 


to that of his teacher? 1 don't know. 
I have found that whenever the 
teacher likes a child, whenever the 
relationship between them is free 
of fear on both sides, whenever 
they trust each other, all goes well 
and the child learns easily and 
holds fast to what is good. The min- 
ute that relationship is disturbed by 
fear or dislike or suspicion, the 
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learning stops. And nothing is go- 
ing to start it again until the righ£ 
relationship is icstorcd. 


The teacher who prides herself or 


himself on being master in the 
classroom sets the stage for trouble. 
No such attitude can truly succeed 
with children. 1 have known it to 
produce some good marks in arith- 
metic, but they were accompanied 
by hate and fear, and you will 
agree with me that those qualities 
do not make for the education of 
. youth. Better results can be ob- 
tained without the iron hand, the 
grim jaw and the raucous voice. 


What is needed between teachers 


and children, and between parents 
and children, is the calm, everyday 
acceptance o£ each other's way of 
being happy, a strong desire to 
like each other, a true wish to be 
of service to each other, and in this 
the adult is the leader. He has all 
the power of the material world at 
his hand while the child must rely 
on his spirit to see him through. 


Be gentle to children. Have pity 


for their weakness. 
Lend them 


your strength and try to keep your 
own weaknesses from hindering 
their growth. Be strong for them 
like them, point the way and thej 
•will follow you gladly. But don' 
try to "Make them!" It cannot be 
done.

Not quite a century and a half 


ago. a man 
went 
deer-hunting 


there. Growing thirsty, he stooped 
to take a drink from a spring 
of clear water. The first sip made 
him stop drir.king. for the water 
was very salty. At the moment he 
was sorry, but later he began to 
think of the value of having a salt 
spring nearby. 
Water 
from 
the 


spring was evaporated, and a fine 
grade of salt for table use was ob- 
tained. 


Avery island was so named be- 


cause it was owned by the Avery 
family. A member of that family 
—John Avery—made another dis- 
covery 75 years later. He 
found 


that under the spring was a bed 
or rock salt which could be mined. 


From that time 
onward, 
men 


worked to take out the deposits of 
salt. Dynamite was used for blast- 
ing, and great slabs of salt were 
removed. Tests showed the salt to 
be 99.75 per cent pure. More than 
4.000.000 tons 
of salt have been 


mined from Avery island. 


A famous salt spring existed in 


Boonc county. Ky.. when the re- 
gion was settled by whites. It was 
given the name of Big Bone Lick. 
Wild animals of many kinds came 


there to obtain salt. The "big bone" 
part of the name arose from the 
finding of large bones of animals 
around the spring. 


The bones include those of the 


elk, 
the 
buffalo, 
the 
mastodon, 


the elephant and the musk-ox. 
There were no elephants or mas- 
todons on our continent when it 
was explored in early days, but the 
big animals roamed about North 
America long ago. 


There is a swampy region around 


Big Bone Lick, and animals often 
were trapped in it when they went 
to get the brine. This explains why 
so many bones of early animals 
have been saved. 


Until the present century, Can- 


ada did not mine a great deal of 
salt. The production in 1901 was 
not quite 60.000 tens. 
Since that 


date, the 
Canadian salt industry 


has grown swiftly, and in a recent 
year rose to more than 320.000 tons. 


Much of Canada's salt has been 


obtained from wells in southwest- 
ern Ontario. Several other prov- 
inces also have important salt wells 
or mines. 


One of the world's great "sun- 


made salt plants" is located at the 
southern end of San Francisco bay. 
Large stretches of low land are 
used to receive sea water which 
comes in at high tide. The water 
is pumped from pond to pond after 
is enters the intake gates. 
The 


ponds vary in size and shape- 
many of them cover from 20 to 50 
acres. 


The sun dries up the water, leav- 


ing layers of salt several inches 
deep. After being "harvested" with 
shovels or by power machines, the 
crude salt is washed. Later, much 
of it is refined to be sold for table 
use.

Neenah on Highway 41. 


The birds were nearly full-grown, 


requiring only a few weeks of wild 
life before they will be matured 
and take on the brilliant color pe- 
culiar to pheasants. 


The high school conservation club 


is a junior Isaac Walton league 
which is supervised by Gerhardt. 
More than 50 students belong.

Several of the young 
pheasant fanciers kept the birds 
caged for a couple of weeks and 
then allowed the birds to jun v-'ld, 
and at night the birds would return 
to the cages. 


AH are Banded 


All birds are banded before they 


are released. Hunters are requested 
to turn in the number on the bands 
to the state conservation depart- 
ment which has records of the time 
and place the birds were released. 
Thus a check can be made on how 
far the birds travel. 


Most of the birds which have been 


liberated by the high school club 
have been released a few miles west 
of the city. The state has released 
thousands of birds in the vicinity 
of Neenah and the Twin City Rod 
and Gun club has also liberated a 
large number of birds this year. 


The young fanciers mostly allow 


the birds to feed themselves, but if 
the birds have to be caged to pre- 
vent escape they are fed corn mash, 
meal and special food supplied by 
the state conservation department. 
Once the birds start to grow they 
become hardy and can survive by 
themselves.

An enlarged program to insure 


greater accuracy in airway weath- 
er observations 
by

United 


States Weather Bureau is now un- 
der way, according to W. R. Gregg, 
chief of the bureau. The bureau can 
now send out trained observers to 
about forty stations equipped with 
teletype and reporting hourly on 
airway meteorological conditions to 
all other stations on the teletype 
circuit. Much of this work has been 
done by untrained observers. 


Four pilot balloon 
observations 


will^be made each day at all air- 
way'stations in the country. Many 
of these stations have never been 
able to take more than two or three 
such observations daily.
